All  roots  and  plants  are  guaranteed  to  be  true  to  name  as  grown 
in  our  fields,  and  to  reach  our  customers  in  a growing  condition;  should 
any  prove  otherwise  they  will  be  cheerfully  replaced. 

Postage  will  be  prepaid  on  all  orders  over  $2?00;  on  orders  for  less 
amounts  a charge  of  15  cents  for  packing  and  postage  is  made.  This 
does  not  apply  to  orders  called  for  at  our  store. 

The  gardens  are  open  to  visitors  every  day  in  the  week  and  also 
on  Sundays,  and  Dahlia  lovers  are  cordially  invited  to  make  a special 
effort  to  visit  our  gardens  during  September  and  October,  as  the  fields 
are  at  their  best  in  those  months.  A more  satisfactory  selection  of  va- 
rieties can  be  made  from  plants  while  in  bloom  than  from  a catalogue 
— no  matter  how  complete  the  descriptions  may  be;  so  intending  grow- 
ers are  urged  to  place  their  orders  in  the  fall  for  spring  delivery.  It 
always  happens  that  the  supply  of  many  of  the  varieties  is  exhausted 
before  spring,  and  all  orders  are  filled  strictly  in  rotation.
